Subject.— Requests for issue of import licences or C.C.Ps. in cases where goods are 
re-exported for repairs and subsequent return. 

No. 56-ITC(PN)/59.—In terms of para 9 of Chapter IV of the Import Trade 
Control Hand Book of Rules & Procedure, 1956, in eases where goods are re¬ 
exported for repairs and subsequent return applications for import licences are 
required to be made in good time unless such imports are covered by any Open 
General Licences in force. It has been reported that in many cases applications for 
import licences are being made to licensing authorities after the goods in ques¬ 
tion have been re-exported for repairs and return, and sometimes even after 
shipment of the repaired goods. 

It is clarified for the information of all concerned that in cases where goods 
are re-exported for repairs and subsequent return, licences for re-import of 
these goods after repairs should be secured in advance and the goods should be 
exported thereafter. Failure to comply with this requirement will render appli¬ 
cations for licences/C.C.Ps, for re-import of the repaired goods liable to be 
rejected.
